cial failure. Tho interest on the bridge 
bonds and the working expenses reach 
$2,169,000 a year, and the income is 
only coming in at the rate of $405,000 
perannum. As the receipts do not 
amount to so much as one-half of. the 
interest, the chances of paying off the 
principal, which folls due fiom 1899 to 
1924,areslim. It is proposed now in 
order to oyercome the difficulty, not 
that the tolls be increased, but that the 
twin cities, which the bridge joins, 
shall sasume the reaponsibility of main- 
taining itand of paying the imterest 
and the debt upon it, at the same time 
making the concern free to all es- 
trians, just as any other public highway 
is free. . The proposal means the addi- 
tion of $11,500,000 to the joint debts 
of New York and Brooklyn, and of $1,- 
169,000 to the annual expenses, This 
is a rather hign fine tg pay for the privi- 
lege of owning a bridge which is so 
lofty that it is too hot for puble use in 
summer and too cold for use in winter. 


On Monday last, as Mr. Jas. Rainie, 
living near Wellman’s Corners, was in 
the mow of his barm, packing-down hay,

Rainie’s house was stuck by lightning 
and damaged to the extent of $50, cov- 
ered by insurance in the Sovereign. 
The barn was insured for $200 in tho 
same company, and contents for $150. 
The company sent an inspector at once, 
and the claim was promptly adjusted.

Importance of Reads. 

We are not aware that any estimate bas 
ever been made of the actual cost of the 
public roads of the United States, or that 
the expense of providing ther has ever been 
attempted by any bureau of statistics, but 
we make the rough estimate that they have 
coat at least seven hondred million dailies 
probably much more—while unknown mil- 
sions are annually expended in attempting 
to keep them in repair. If the money were 
only well applied, it would be an expendi- 
ture of great profit snd economy, as every.

Suppose, however, 
we admit that it is double the reality, is not 
the six hundred millions every year, expend- 
ed directly or indirectly by our people, 
worthy of more attention cn the part of 
patriots, statesmen, politicians, office seekers, 
public spirited men, writers for newspapers, 
agricultural journalists, and in fact of every 
one who passes over @ road ? 

So long as our public highways in most 
parts of the country are made and red 
with so little interest and so little thought, 
we must suffer an enormous loss, We would 
like to atk how many of our readers, who 
drive or ride over the common roads, never 
Bee AR stone, or a fixed stone, to strike, 
jolt and batter every passing wheel, or who 
do not see hundreds of them. which mi 
be removed with the ure © 
portion of the road tax? How many never 
saw sods and muck seraped into the road 
bed, to form a highway or “ turnpike,” 
which would be ex t for corn aud pota- 
toea, but which when worked into a masse of 
mud, or cut into ruts a foot constitute

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To the Editor uf the Revirw.- 

As some of your readers woth probably 
like ta hear about our great North West, ay 
an oll correspondent I drop you a few lines. 

‘1 left Winnipeg early in May and went down 
to the Louris River, south of Moose Moun- 
tuins, where are a number of settlers and lots 
of good Jaund, both along the Leuris and its 
tributaries, Pipestone, North and South 
Antlers, and Moose Mountains Creeks. 
Pipestowe Valley lids timber suitable for 
furl, and the mountains have a good deal of 
Poplar which, no .watter how small, is pleas- 
ing to the eye. Here is a large district where 
aettlers had been anxious to go, and when 
the coun try was in a fair way of settling up 
a wise government steps in and locks the 


‘whole country up from homesteading, and |, 


offers it for sale, at which they have failed. 
Nw, here hax been a very serioas drawback. 
I travelled through this section for two 
months and the settlers are thoroughly dis- 
couraged amd all ask—what does the govern- 
mentintesd todo? Our friends want to 
come in and cannot’ unless they pay from 
some company or the government. Many 
think seriously of leaving for the States. 1 
was in twesty towmships of good farming 
land, aud not a setiler—and the cause is 
monopoly ;: first from large companies, and 
then the goverument steps in and completes 
“the lock-out. Moosomin is the station or 
town 90 miles west of Brandon, and is pro- 
@ressing very steadily—havingia good coun- 
try both north and south of it and is well 
settled, I was down to Brandon and the 
crops looked very well. That flourishing 
city has improved wonderfully ; some fine 
blocks being built goiug west. Broadview is 
nicely situated and has « good country 
around it. Regina the much sliscuswed Capi- 
tol ia very dull, but of course to give it its 
due, it has grown wonderfully. Crops have 
suffered here for want of rain, and the class- 
ical Pile of Bones is nearly dry. Still journ- 
eying westward we scrike Moose Jaw, a very 
pretty site for a town, and which is begin- 
ning to assume goodly proportions, having 
good water. A great many, things can be 
got thie far weet at a very small advance on 
Winnipeg prices, as stores have been over- 
dune all along the line. Over 60 miles west 
of the Moose Jaw the line runs along one of 
the Old Wives Lakes, and here the writer 
finds hinself camped. The lake is swarming 
with geese, but it is very brakish and quan- 
tities of Alkali. The country around here is 
poor. Some buffalo are reported near here 
#0 we may have the luck to run across them. 
The railroad is being pushed with wonderful 
mpidity and this far the track is remarkably 
good, and they run at good speed. This fall 
will see the road laid towards the summit of 
the Rockies. Those who have never visited 
this country cannot imagine the vastness of 
it, and fhotwithstanding the blunders our 
government are making in retarding ite set- 
tlement, the country has a grand future and 
will eventually speak for itself. Some very 


good seams of coal have been discovered this 


season, so the fuel question is being so:ved. 
Times are dull and prices are cut on every- 
thing. Winnipeg is now suffering from the 
reaction, after the booms. Those who con- 
template coming to the west to farm need 
not be deterred from bad reports. There is 
any amonnt of good farming land—the 
trouble is there is too much to choose from.
